CRIME ABROAD NN CITY. 


ROBBERS AT WORK IN wamsdus 
SPOTS—POLICE ALSO BUSY. 


Four Desperate Men and One Woman 
Ally Captured at Peoria and Vana 
Buren Streets and Identified by 
Many Victima—Chase of Car Thieves 
Cenducted in Locomotives—Engle- 
weod Burglar Dangles im the Air 
and Receives Weund from Bullet. 

Criminals were busy yesterday in several 
parts of Chicago; Hkewise the police. Four 
desperate men and one woman were captured 
after a fight in a housein South Peoria street 
and later were identified by a dozen persons 
whom they had robbed. 

Two car thieves in South Chicago shot their 
captor and later were chased by police and 
detectives in Baltimore dad Ohio locomo- 
tives. One of the robbers was caught. He 
confessed. 

In Englewood a burglar escaped after be- 
ing shot by a grocer and beaten with a club. 
He got no plunder. 

A west side grocer was held up. in the rear 
of his house and robbed of money and a 
watch. His assailants escaped. | 


Captured After Much Difficulty. 

Detectives Mulvihill and O'Malley of the 
Desplaines street station arrested the four 
wést side robbers, whom victims identified. 
The men arrested were Benjamin Beane, 
Jerry Mack, James Kinsella, and Edward 
Holdsworth. With them was arres Annie 
Bennet for trying to prevent the capture of | 
the men. From descriptions given by vic- 
tims the detectives had suspected Beane and 
were looking for him. While waiting in a 
doorway near Peoria and Van Buren streets 
they saw him walking towards them. Ashe 
drew a key from his pocket he saw the de- 
tectives. He thrust the key back in his 
pocket and started to run. 

The detectives darted after him and soon 
put him under arrest. Beane declared that 
he lived on the south side and was about to 
board an elevated train. From his evident 
desire to conceal the key the detectives 
judged that he lived close by and, taking it 
from his pocket, O’Malley walked along the 
street, trying the key in various front doors. 
It was found to fit the one at 188 South Peoria 
street, and while Mulvihill held the prispner 
O'Malley ascended the stairs. | 


Woman Tries to Prevent Arrest. — 
On the way he was met by the Bennet 
woman, whom he recognized. She screamed 


against a door, forcing it open. Inside Mack, 
Kinsella, and Holdsworth were playing | 
cards. Pointing a revolver at them, the de- 
tective ordered them to throw up their hands. 

** Wait a minute; I'll fix him,"’ he heard the 
woman call from the stairs, and, believing 
she was about to shoot through the doorway, 
the detective thrust his foot through the 
window, shattering it, as a signal for his 
partner to come to his aid. When Mulvihill 
attempted to enter, dragging his struggling 
prisoner, he found that the woman had 
locked the door, and he was forced to break 
it open. She had procured a revolver and 
was hastening to the aid of her friends when 
Mulvihill stopped her.

. That Miss May H. Carpenter Has 
Tubere ts Rule That In- 
setructors ovine. or Suspected of 
Contagious Diseases Be Removed 
from Positions—Young Woman De- 
nies She Has the Malady. 


Christian Science and the Chicago school 


matter involving the health of school chil- 
dren the trustees acted promptly, suspend- 
ing a teacher thought to be a victim of tuber- 
culosis, and ordering’ the disinfection of the 
room in the Harle school, Sixty-first street 
and Hermitage avenue, where she has 
taught. 

Further, it was decided that in future no 
teacher or principal suffering from any con- 
tagious disease should be allowed to remain 
in the schools. 

Last night the teacher in question, Miss 
May H. Carpenter, affirmed her full belief in 
Christian Science, denied she had consump- 
tion, and declared she would recover her po- 
sition as soon as she felt able to teach. 


Principal Appeals to Board. 

The case came before the school manage- 
ment committee during the afternoon in the 
shape of a letter from Principal Ira C. Baker, 
in which he urged the school board to take 
some action which would prevent Miss Car- 
penter from returning to her duties and at 
the same time afford protection to the chil- 
dren. The principal stated that the teach- 
er, although suffering from tuberculosis, had 
continued her school work in spite of his 
protests until Jan. 29, when he had com- 
pelled her to go home. 

“ She is a Christian Scientist,’’ Mr. Baker 
stated, ‘“‘and would continue coming to 
school as long as she was able to board a 
car. 

The committee decided that the case de- 
manded prompt action. 

“Tuberculosis is an extremely infectious 
disease,’’ declared Dr. E. C. Dudley, “ and 
this committee should take some action at 
once to protect the children against the 
danger resulting from the presence of af- 
flicted teachers in the school rooms.” 


Prompt Action Is Urged. 

Dr. Henry Hartung declared that imper- 
ative action was demanded to affect both the. 
specific case and similar cases in the future, 
and gaid every child in Miss Carpenter's room 
had been ex to the germs of tubercu- 
losis, and that it was nothing short of crim- 
inal to permit affected teachers to attend to 
their duties. 

“*T have heard of scores of similar cages,’’ 
he declared, ‘“‘ and it is time action should 
be’ taken. I have prepared some resolutions, 
which, although I am not a member of this 
committee, I hope will be adopted.” 

The resolution adopted reads as follows: 

** Resolved, That the superintendent of 
schools be and hereby is authorized tempor- 
arily to suspend from duty any teacher or 
principal who is reported to be afflicted with 
any disease which would either expose the 
pupils to the dangers of infection, or would 
have a tendency to retard progress of school 
' work, or affect discipline, and that in doubt- 
ful eases, or whenever the superintendent 
deems it advisable, such persons be sub- 


of the medical inspectors of thé board of 
education. That such teachers or principals 
be reinstated to their positions according to 
the rules of the board upon presenting from 
one of the board's physicians a certificate 
vouching for their complete recovery.” 


Will, Drew Up Health Rules. 
Trustee Dudley and Dr. Hartung, Supt. 
Cooley, and Supt. of Compulsory Education 
Bodine, who has charge of the board’s corps 
of medical examiners, were constituted a 
committee to formulate health rules to be 
applied to the teachers and principals. 

No provision was made for pensioning such 
teachers, and this fact caused considerable 
erlticism among teachers when they heard 
of the committee's action. 


Miss Carpenter Gives Her Side. 
Miss Carpenter was entertaining a party of 
friends at her home, 6928 Union avenue, when 
questioned about her case last evening. She 
denied that she had tuberculosis, but admit- 
ted she was under the care of a Christian 
Science healer. |

teachers at the Earle school that my school- 
room had been disinfected today by order 
of the board of education, I cannot believe 
that this was done from any suspicion that 
1 have consumption.

Bubmitted to Secretary 


Hay before it was handed to Sir Michael 
Herbert, the British ambassador. Copies 
were made at the British embassy and deliv- 
ered to the German and Italian ambassadors.

Minister Bowen's note was in reply to the 
' proposition submitted at a joint conference 
of the negotiators this afternoon by the 
British ambassador that the allied powers 
be allowed two-thirds of 30 per cent of the 
customs receipts of the ports of La Guayra 
and Porto Cabello, and that the United 
States and the other claimant nations— 
France, Belgium, Holland, Denmark, Spain, 
and Norway and Sweden—content them- 
selves with the remaining one-third of this 
percentage—that is, 10 per cent of the inl 
ceipts of these two ports. 

In the note presented to the British enthans 
sador tonight Minister Bowen refuses point- 
blank the proposition for a 20 and 10 per cent 
division on the ground that to recognize the 
principle it embodies would be absolutely 
offensive to modern civilization.

Surprise for America. 
Venezuela has taken special exception tn 
the action of the British government in in- 
itiating this last proposition, by which Great 
Britain can hold fast to Germany and Italy 
in their alllance against Venezuela until the 
last eent of the claimis paid. . 

The prediction is made in her response that 
surprise and regret of the keenest sort wil! 
be felt throughout the Americas when it is 
known that Great Britain has even proposeé 
continuing her present alliance with Ger- 
many and Italy one moment longer than is 
necessary, particularly in view. of her pre- 
vious representations to the effect that she 
was anxious to end the Venezuelanblispute 
and call off the alliance at the earliest pos- 
sible time.. 
In suggesting the question of preferential 
be referred to The Hague it Is understood 
that Mr. Bowen does so in view of the facg 
that the question is the only one which re- 
mains in dispute.

Appeal to The Hague. 
The British ambassador declined tonight 
to make public the text of the note addressed 
to him, as it is in reality a note to the allied 
powers, but it became’ known that it was 
along the lines here set forth, and concluded 
with an appeal for justice to The Hague 
tribunal regarding the contention of the allies | 
for preferential payment, and an assertion 
that such action carried with it the raising 
of the blockade. Some significance may at- 


tach to the note in view of the fact that be- 


fore dispatching it to the British embassy 
Mr. B@wen was in conference with Secretary 
Hay. 

Whether the allies will acceptine final what 
Mr. Bowen had to say or will assume a con- 
ciliatory attitude and ask, as has been sug- 
gested both by Mr. Bowen and by the repre- 
sentatives of the allies in this city, for pref- 
erential treatment for a limited period, no 
one in Washington feels competent to pre- 
dict. The position taken by Mr. Bowen, it 
is stated, has receiyed the indorsement of all 
the unallied claimant nations, in which num- 
ber is included the United States. 

At the joint conference this afternoon, 
which occurred at 5 o'clock, besides Mr. Bow- 
en, the Italian and British ambassadors, and 
the German minister, there was also present 
Count A. von Quadt, first seeretary of the 
Germany embassy, who until the arrival of 
Baron Spec von Sternburg, conducted with. 
activity and judgment the negotiations on 
behalf of his government. 


United States Concerned. 
It was said at the state department today 
that the government of the United States 
could not look with indifference upon any 
proposition which would necessitate the three 
powers acting in concert for a period of six 
years. Their joint interest in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of Venezuela might easily 
lead to joint action in regard to other ques- 
tions involving the Monroe doctrine. The 
United States would then have to deal with 
three powers instead of one in discussing the 
differences which might arise over South 
American affairs. There already exists in 
official circles considerable irritation over 
the present temporary alliance, and it is 
certain that the proposition for an indefinite 
continuance will be received unfavorably at 
the state department and in congress.

Make Bread of Chaff. 
In the parish of Pajala, a few miles to the 
northeast of Korpilombolo, there is great 
distress. J.ittle grain is sent there to be 
ground at thé mills. Here scores of peo- 
ple gather to catch up the flying scales when 
the kernels of grain are shaken free of the 
inclosing pod. The scales are turned, by 
some mysterious process, into a kind of flat 
bread, which contains no pufriment what- 


ever. 


In the Pajala district’ there are 4,651 men, 
women, and children, according to the last 
census. From here comes a cry for 1,400 
tons of hay and-more than 245 tons of flour. 
Lines of sleighs pass like phantoms down 
the frozen surface of the Tornea river by 
day and night, making the long trip to Mo- 
jarv in an effort to keep up the shrinking 
heaps of fiour in’the cupboards and a few 
handfuls of hay in the racks. 
What Pajala presents with its unquenched 
suffering is repeated in Ofver Tornea, Par- 
tinojarvi, and other villages marking the 
boundary line between Sweden and Finland. 
The gulf of Bothnia is a mass of ice. Fleets 
of vesséls are frozen in the sheet of snow 
which marks its surface. Sleighs find their 
way down to Lulea at intervals over the ice 
and gather scant relief for those locked up 
in the pine forests to the north. 
Ofver Tornea gives the name. to the judi- 
cial district, which has a population of 5,377, 
ofs which number 1,970 are in the village of 
The town of fver. Torgea 
alone has pleaded for 580 tons of hay, 176 
tons of flour, 286 tons of straw, 16 tons of 
ofl cakes, 29 tons of oats, and 55 tons of 
fodder meal. Nothing less will serve if life 
is to be insured to human wey and live 
stock until June. 
Lapland in Famine’s Grip. 
Even in Lapland the famine his its crush- 
ing grip. There are hundreds of rude homes 
telling where members of this sturdy race 
have given up their roving habits and become 
permanent settlers. The cald here has stunted 
tye trees and trunks of the pines from which 
locks of wood have been cut and fashioned 
into rough dwellings. These people depend 
ing, but the deluging rains of last summer 
brought loss to them. Their chief source of 
profit is in hunting the bird called the ripa. 
It makes its nest in the ground, and the rising 
waters claimed its young. The overflow of 
the rivers, too, prevented the fish from com- 
ing up the stream as usual, and the hunting 
and fishing seasons have been failures. Rov- 
ing Lapps have come down from the moun- 
tains with their great herds of reindeer. 
These people, however, have suffered little. 
On the contrary, they have profited, for their 
deer are able to dig out bits of ice buried 
crops and their winter grazing has been al] 
the better. 
These herds of reindeer have also afforded 
the means by which thousands in the district 
north of the polar circle have been enabled 
to exist. The deer are being slaughtered by 
‘hundreds daily. The flesh of these animals is 
the chief article of food where the cattle have 
been killed and horses have been sacrificed. 
The meat is chopped into bite, served in 
steaks, in fried wads about the size of wal- 
nuts, and in chips immersed in black etavy. 
It is reindeer meat at every meal. | 


| Visits to Stricken Families. |

TELLS OF WONDERS OF RADIUM. 


iled by the Smallest Particle of 
the Remarkable Metal. |

LONDON, Feb. 2.—Prof. Sir William 
Crookes, the scientist, questions the report 
of the professors of the Electro-Technical 
institute of St. Pé@tersburg. which was de- 
duced from expe#iments with radium, that 
the accepted theory of light is false. Prof. 
Crookes does not agree with the report, but 
admits that the discovery of radium has 
altered the views of the scientists on many 
points. Referring to the properties of radium, 
he said: 

‘If half a kilogram were ina bottle on that 
table it probably would kill us both. It al- 
most certainly would blind us and burn our 
skin to such an extent that we would not 
survive. The smallest bit placed on one’s 
skin will raise a blister that will take months 
to heal. 

‘Radium. emits electrons at such an 
enormous velocity that the energy of one 
gram of electrons is sufficient to lift the 
whole of the British fleet to the top of Ben 
Nevis, and possibly the French fleet, too. 
The metal must always be a laboratory sub- 
ject, but the experiments with - may lead to 
important discoveries.”’

Disavows the Labor Plan. 


Mayor Harrison disavowed any connection 
with the action of the federation of labor on 
Sunday in deciding to send committees to 

attend council meetings to protest against 
a of franchises on any terms. Some 
of the aldermen during the day were inclined | 
to resent the tone of the resolutions intro- 
duced inthe federation of labor by Delegate 
Linehan, who is a city employé, saying it 


was an attempt at intimidaiton they would 


not tolerate, and the mayor said: 

The Linehan resolutions amount.to noth- 
ing. It fs simply one delegate to the federa- 
tion submitting a set of resolutions embody- 
ing his individual views. We have seen in- 
stances in the council of an alderman putting 
in resolutions advocating the payment of.a 
reward of $250 for the body of a dead high- 
wayman. One is of no more moment than 
the other.”’ 

The mayor also said that while all other 
people had changed their position on trac- 
tion matters, he alone had remained stead- 
fast. Not only did he ask for municipal 
ownership as a prerequisite of granting ex- 
tension of franchises, but he claimed all the 
valuable ,suggestions as to a’settlement of 
the traction could be found in his annual 
message on the subject. a where he got 
his ideas from he said: 

“From the heart of the guipele. Every 
point except unification of the street car sys- 


‘tems has been suggested by me at some’time 


in the past. You do not find municipal own- 
ership, the referendum, or required waiver 
of the ninety-nine year act in the Harlan 
commission's report. Taik about grooved 
rails and underground trolley! My father 
used to talk grooved rails when he was 
mayor. He compelled the traction com- 
panies to put grooved rails in the tunnels in 
1883, and they have been there ever since. 

“There is an impression that it would cost 
$70,000,000 to give Chicago proper service. I 
do not belicve it would take that amount. 

“I would dislike to see municipal owner- 
ship go into effect in Chicago before condi- 
tions are ripe forit. In Philadelphia this was 
the case. The city acquired a gas plant 
worth millions of dollars when conditions 
were not ripe. The result was that the costly 
plant was transferred to a private company 
for practically nothing. I have never be- 
lieved that any city ought to adopt munic- 
{pal ownership until it is ready. The 
first requisite is a castiron civil service sys- 
tem. Whether the conditions are ripe in 
Chicago is a matter for investigation.” 


Tunnel Problem for Council. 
Controller McGann announced his intention 
of putting in.the budget for 1903 an item of 
$100,000 for removing the tops from the Wash- 
ington and La Salle street tunnels. Thecon- 
troller takes this method of passing the 
aifficulty. on to the city council, being of the 
opinion that the odium of a $10,000 fine as- 
sessed against the city by the United States 
government should not be incurred if it is 
possible to avoid it.

GOAL SALES LIMITED 


INABILITY TO FILL ALL ORDERS 
TO BE MET BY NEW RULE. 


Only the 175 Tons a Day Which Con- 
tractors Agree to Furnish Is Avail- 
able—Problem of Moving the Fuel 
a Serious One—Preparing for Trial 
of Officials of Retail Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation—Only Conspiracy Is 


Inability to ‘fill orders will result in a limit | 
being placed on the amount of coal to be 
sold by the city today. Sales made at the 
Office of the city collector and at the pump- 
ing stations yesterday amounted to 370% 
tons. It is estimated that the commission > 
will be able to deliver*only about 200 tons 
today. Of the 125 tons sold Saturday 100 
tons were delivered. yesterday. 

‘*We must limit our sales to keep within 
the stock of 175 tons a day which the con- 
tractors have agreed to furnish,’ said Deputy 
Collector J. F. McCarthy. “ We will com- 
mence this limitation tomorrow.” 

Up to this time coal has been sold to all 
comers, but hereafter arrangements will be 
made by which the police and the bureau of 
charities will investigate applications and 
report to the coal committee on the eligi- 
bility of applicants to purchase city coal, 


Moving the Coal a Problem. 


The matter of getting the coal moved is a 
serious one to the committee. Wagons and 
teams are scarce, and today garbage wagons 
of the city will be pressed into service. It 
is also suggested that small retailers 
whose business does not keep. their teams 
employed also enter the work. Customers 
may purchase coal $1 a ton cheaper by agree- 
ing to take it away themselves. 

The sales (not deliveries) made yesterday 
at the several depots were as follows:

Reports from the several stations showed 
that when they opened for business in the 
morning there were 250 tons of coal at Cen- 
tral Park, 400 tons at Springfield avenue, 500 
tons at Fourteenth street, 300 tons at Chicago 
avenue, and a large supply at the Woodlawn 
station.

Preparing te Try Retailers. 

The work of transcribing and arranging 
the statement of facts on which the indicted 
officialssef the Retail Coal Dealers’ associa- 
tion are to be tried occupied the state’s at- 
torney’s staff during theday. Thestatement 
will be presented to Judge Horton this morn- 
ing, In it will be set forth the constitution 
and bylaws of the association, together with 
correspondence and circulars issued, which 
the state contends shows a conspiracy in 
restraint of trade. 

The charge in the indictment of violation 
of the anti-trust statute has been dropped 
and the defendants will be tried on the con- 
spiracy charge. The state is said to have 
found no evidence of an agreement to fix 
prices, and for that reason the anti-trust 
law violation is not proved. The conspiracy 
is said to consist of blacklisting of whole- 
sale dealers and fractious consumers.

WARREN L. WHEATON IS DEAD. 


Founder of Chicago Suburb, Well 
Known as Philanthropist, Passes 
Away, Aged 91 Years. 


Warren L. Wheaton, the founder of 
Wheaton, Ill., and probably the oldest and 
best known resident of Dupage county, died 
late Sunday night. He becameilla few days 
ago and his ailment developed into the grip, 
which caused his death. The funeral will 
be held tomorrow afternoon from the Wheat- 
-on residence. 

Nearly sixty-six years ago Mr. Wheaton 
landed in Chicago and walked as far west 
as Dupage county. There he bought a 
‘‘breaking team,’’ plowed a two foot fur- 
row around a section of unsurveyed land, 
erected a house, and settled down to work 
out a fortune on the Illinois prairies. That 
was the beginning of the town of Wheaton. 
The founder of Wheaton surprised his 
friends March 6 last year by celebrating 
his ninetieth birthday, on which occasion 
he entertained over 500 of his friends and 
relatives at an “all day party.” | 

The invitations, all written by Mr. Wheat- 
on himself, asked the “‘ Boys and girls about 
my age, and all whose folks are not willing 
they should go out at night, will be welcome 
from 3 to 5 o’clock in the afternoon, Other 
children not afraid of the dark please come 
in the evening from 7 to 9.” 
Urged by the “ boys and girls ’’ to tell of 
his arrival in the west, he said: 
‘“‘I came from Buffalo on the steamboat 
Madison and arrived in Chicago in 1837. It 
was the first trip the boat made. I brought 
$700 with me, 4 a fabulous sum in those days, 
and I was known asarich man. I came on 
out here and ‘settled up’ this place, and 
have been here ever since. It was . pretty 
to grow up in.”

Independent tobacco ‘manufacturers from 
all sections of the country will gather in 
Washington, D. C., today to form a national 
association capable of stopping the inroads 
of the Consolidated Tobacco company, known 
as the trust.

All preservatives contain formalin, 
and this makes the milk ‘indigestible. You 
might as well feed a child sawdust and water 
as to feed it milk which has been treated 
with formalin. The child will slowly dwin- 
dle away until it is starved to death. Ihave 
known of such cases. The man who puts 
formalin in the milk which results in the 
starvation of an infant is guilty of murder.” 

Mrs. Carrie Mead had visions of her grand- 
child starving to death from the use of for- 
malin. “‘I am trying to bring up a grand- 
child on a bottle,’ she said. ‘It’s really a 
beautiful child, but there doesn’t seem to be 
any sustenance in the milk.

WINTER aR WHEAT OUTLOOK. 


JANUARY REPORTS SHOW GENER- 
GOOD CONDITIONS. 


Central and Northern Portions Pro- 
tected by Heavy Snows Until Late 
in the Month—Alternate Freezing 
and Thawing in Southern Part of 
Belt Has Injurious Effect—Rains To- 
ward First of February Prove Ben- 
efteial—Conditions in Various States 


monthly crop report issued’ by the agricul- 
tural department says: On the whole, the 
winter wheat crop fared well in January, 
the central and northern portions of the 
winter wheat belt being well protected by 
snow until the closing days of the month, 
when much snow melted, leaving only the 
extreme northern districts with covering 
Jan. 31. Over the southern portion of the 
winter wheat belt some damage has resulted 
from ‘alternate freezing and thawing, but 
the crop has apparently not sustained serious | 
injury. The rainfall throughout the winter 
wheat belt was lighter than usual, but Kan- 
sas is the only state reporting need for 
moisture. In Washington and Oregon the * 
‘general condition of wheat is satisfactory, 
although portions of the state suffered from 
alternate freezing and thawing. In Cali- 
fornia the first half of the month in the 
northern sections was cold and foggy, while 
hot, dry winds pfevailed in the southern 
part of the state, but no serious damage re- 
sulted. More favorable temperature condi- 
tion, with beneficial rains, prevailed during 
the latter part of the month, 


Reports by States. 


Ilinois—Temperature above seasonal aver- 
age and precipitation well distributed ; snow- 
fall in north and central districts afforded 
good covering for wheat, the general condi- 
tion of which is excellent; in the southern 
district the crop has been slightly injured 
by alternate freezing and thawing. 

Indiana—The ground was covered with 
snow a greater part of the month, but now 


is mostly bare. Wheat is in good condition, | Morri 


except a comparatively small acreage of 
early sown was injured by fly; considerable 
corn yet in the flelds in some localities; live 
stock wintering well. Roads are bad 

Michigan—Winter wheat was well protect- 
ed by snow until the 27th, when it was partly 
uncovered; the plant is rather small on ac- 
count of late seeding, but green and healthy; 
little frost in ground. 

Nebraska—January was warm and dry 
without severe weather of any kind; favor- 
able month for winter wheat, the condition 
of which has changed little and continues 
excellent in the western portion of the wheat 
belt and is only slightly less favorable in the 
eastern, 

Kansas—Mild, dry month, some plowing 
done in south portion; wheat looks well, but 
needs moisture; corn husking well advanced. 


Eastern States Promise Well. 

New York—Conditions generally favorable 
for wheat and rye; most sections report- 
ing ample snow protection, but some dam- 
age by sudden temperature changes; little 
frost in the ground; bare ground and a 
severe freeze would do great damage; gen- 
eral rain and thaw from 27th to the 29th. 

Pennsylvania—The ground was well cov- 
ered with snow during a greater part of the 
month and the condition of grass and win- 
ter grains is generally satisfactory. 

Maryland and Delaware—Temperature 
normal; precipitation abundant and well dis- 
tributed; snow covering in the western and 
northern counties afforded good protection 
to wheat, which is in fine condition; in the 
southern and eastern counties the ground 


was bare most of the month; early sown 


wheat in fair condition; local injury by fly 
reported; late sown wheat has suffered some 
injury from frequent freezing and thaw- 
ing. 

Virginia—The month was mostly rainy, 
some hard freezes, no snow protection. A 
majority of correspondents report wheat and 
oats in good condition, but there is a con- 
siderable acreage where damage from rust 
and fly is apparent; late seeding is in bet- 
ter condition than early; but little plowing 
for spring crops done; some preparation for 
tobacco plant beds made. 


North Carolina—Frequent rains, absence | 


of snow, and alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing were unfavorable for wheat, but owing 


to the excellent start secured injury is 


slight; early seeded wheat, oats, and rye 
are vigorous, with good stands, and spread- 
ing nicely; late seeded making little growth; 
crops in low grounds considerably damaged 
by rain. Prospects still considered unusual- 
ly favorable. 


Cotton Behind Hand in Texas. 


Texas—Showers frequent, but not exces- 
give; temperature equable and no severe 
freezes; wheat and other cereals continue in 
excellent condition, making vigorous growth, 
and stooling well; minor injury to wheat by 
insects and excessive rains of the last three 
months in limited areas in north central por- 
tions; breaking of land backward, but mak- 
ing fair headway at close of January; oats 
being seeded; some corn planted; prepara- 
tion of land for cotton greatly in arrears; 
cotton planting will begin during next ten 
days in extreme southern portion; strawber- 
ries on market; stock wintering well. 

Arkansas—Weather generally unfavorable 
for crops and interfered with farm work; lit- 
tle plowing done; winter wheat and.oats ap- 
pear to be in good condition, some late 
matured cotton still in flelds; fruit trees un- 
injured. 

Tennessee—First half of the month was 
cold, with light rains and snows. The last 
half was warmer, with little rain, but gen- 
erally cloudy; alternate freezing and thaw- 
ing had a bad effect on winter grains; es- 
pecially late sown; muchinjury its being done 
in the western division; early sown grains ac- 
quired good root before -the severe frosts, 
and withstood them well; low temperature 
was beneficial in checking growth; reports 
indicate a better average condition of winter 
grain than at this period last year. | 

Kentucky—W heat generally in good condi- 
tion; some flelds on the lowland in the west- 
ern portion have been injured by freezing and 
thawing, but in the central and eastern por- 
tions the outlook is unusually good. 

Missouri—The month generally un- 
favorable for winter wheat; considerable 
thawing and freezing and little protection af- 
forded by snow in northern sections; but lit- 
tle damage resulted, however, and crop gen- 
erally is in good condition, although in south- 
ern counties reports are conflicting, some in-
